‘afternoon, accepted the tender of a 
London firm (whose name has not yet been 
disclosed) for the building of the factory 
as the most suitable from the point of 
view. of price, | conditions and materials, 
and also in view of the fact that England 
wil! be the best customer of the factory. 
The tender, in addition, was most nearly 
in accordance with the specifications and 
plans drawn by the engineer appointed by 


the directors. | 


THE EQUIPMENT.

BRITISH FIRMS’ TENDERS - 
LOWEST. 


The contract for the buildings provides for 
¢he inclusion of Graves’s patent roofing, a 
‘ocal manufacture, and all the material used 
vill, as far as Fh be purchased locally, 
nd local labour (except where skilled labour 
g not available) will be employed. The re- 
presentative of the accepted firm. was: in 
Waterford some time ago, and the tender was 
submitted after a study of local conditions, 
sprices, etc. | 

The engineering portion is also entrusted 
te a British firm. The well-known Nationa? 
Gas Engine Company, Ashton-under-Lyne, 
will supply the suction gas installation; the 
steam plant will be supplied by the Robey, 
Company, of ‘Lincoln, and the boilers by 
Marshall’s, of Gainsborough. 

The only part of the equipment which may 
go outside Britain will be the~refrigerating 
and killing plants, and although the tenders 
for these two installations have. not yet “bean 
given, it is probable that they will be placed 
in Denmark. " 

COMMENCEMENT OF THE WORK. 

It is hoped that the foundation stone will 
be laid within the next fortnight or three 
weeks, as the directors do not anticipate any 
further delay in the commencement of the 
work after the contractor has been notified of 
the acceptance of his tender. ‘The erection of 
the factory will take from six to eight months, 
and it will be the best equipped factory of its. 
size in the Free State. | 

It is proposed to deal only with pigs and 
cattle which are finished to suit the London 
trade. No second-grade. cattle will be ac- 
cepted. The directors hope, with the promised 
aid of the Department of Agriculture, to 
educate the Irish farmer to provide two-year- 
old beasts finished to the requirements of 
London's highest class trade. In pig, sheep 
and lamb rearing farmers will be encouraged 
to breed animals in sufficient nymbers to meet 
the requirements of the factory, and as the 
whole basis is co-operative it is presamed 
that they will see the advantage in that light. 

THE COMPANY. 

The Irish Co-operative Meat Company, 
Litd., consists of 6,000 farmer shareholders, 
distributed over seven counties in Ireland, Sir 
John Keane, Bart., is chairman. 

Sixty-eight of the best creameries, in the 
South of Ireland are shareholders, and for the 
cold storage alone their support will be very 
considerable. Everything possible has been 
done to secure that materials and labour ob- 
tainable locally or in Ireland will be used. 
This was one of the factors which led the 
directors to accept the London firm's tender. 
They regret | that no Irish firms tendered 
within a reasonable distance of the price 
which the company was prepared to allow.

Gifted with an 
outstanding intellect igious memory and 
clear vision almost akin to genius, persuagive 
and eloguent as an advocate, subtle and ee 
found in legal argument, he held at the Bar 
a place all his own, But it is not for t 
we treasure his memory.

Big as was his mind, his. heart was even 
bigger ih its sympathy for all who suffered 
or were in trouble; and his unostentatious 


struggle, had fallen by the way. striking 
and noble presence was an index to the man, 
unique among his fellows, full of greatness, 
despisin Cen # small, mean or dis- 
honourable, Others have paid worthy tribute 
to his great service as President of the 
Judiciary of Northern Ireland, its first Chief 
Justice, and to his capacity and tact a 
statesman; but their loss is immeasurable. 
To-us the loss is of a dear friend, to whom we 
were bound by the enduring ties of affection, 
friendship or constant companionship during 
the many happy years he sat amongst us in 
the old Library. 


_ LORD JUSTICE RONAN. 

Lord Justice Ronan was: amongst us even 
longer than Sir Denis Henry, and was a 
unique and striking figure in our Courts for 
over forty years. His frail body concealed 
an eager, restless soul, a penetrating mind, 
coupled with unlimited industry and mental 
energy. Without being eloquent, he was one 
of our most brilliant advocates, and in legal 
argument he shone in subtlety of mind and 


profound knowledge of all branches of the 


On the Bench he was, above all, just 
and upright, and we of the Bar knew him as 
keen to seize the point, unmercifully logical, 
and, if he was at times impatient with us, it 
was from his eager and unabated search for 
truth and justice. His judgments were monu- 
ments of close reasoning, deep research and 
accurate statements of legal principles. He 
was full of sympathy and practical help to 
those in distress. To his friends, and they 
were many, he always gave a pleasant and 
interesting companionship, replete with 
anecdotes of bygone days. i 

These were two of the most distinguished 
Irishmen of their day, and we offer to their 
relatives our deepest sympathy.

The Parliament of Northern Ireland re- 
assembles to-day for its autumn session. 
Though the spring appeal to the con- 
stituencies produced changes in the com- 
position of the House, it is clear that these 
have not weakened to any degree the 
position of the Ministry. Sir James 
Craig has this much at least in common 
with Mr. Cosgrave—that he is the only 
possible head of the Government; and, 
apart from the fact that his majority is 
overwhelmingly strong, none of his critics 
has been able to formulate an alternative 
policy. Unlike Mr. Cosgrave, however, 
he has the advantage of dealing with his 
opponents inside the Chamber, instead of 
being forced to practise shadow-fighting at 
long range. Mr. Devlin’s decision to take 
his seat was not only sound tactics from 
the Nationalist point of view, but has in- 
fused new vitality into Parliamentary life. 
If the other Independents have not rivalled 
Mr. Devlin’s sword-play in debate, the 
Labour members, and particularly Mr. 
Kyle, are proving themselves to be vigorous 
critics, and the sparks struck out in 
collision with Ministers have served the 
good purpose of focussing popular atten- 
tion upon the legislative handling of 
This, in 
itself, is no slight achievement. To ensure 
general co-operation in the working of 
parliamentary institutions, and to 
the play of public 
opinion upon the problems with which 
they have to deal, is a far more 
dificult task than to draft Constitu- 
tions on paper or enforce autocratic 
decrees by the strong hand. Sir James 
Craig is to be congratulated’ on the 
fact that his Government machine is 
running under norma! conditions, and will 
have to comply in future only with the 
tests. imposed upon. all representative 
assemblies.

Profits in 
both trades have been sacrificed uncom- 
plainingly, and wage-cut after wage-cut 
has been accepted by workers who, instead 
of meeting unpleasant facts with class 
shibboleths, had the courage to realise that 
the pressure of hard times would not. be 
lightened by the making of demands that 
must complete the ruin of the industries 
to which they looked for their Livelihood. 
Where this spirit prevails defeat is im- 
possible. It is certain now that Belfast 
can hold out until the linen trade recovers 
its lost markets, and, since world

pleasant as “this “discovery may be, yet 
already it has done something to deepen 
fellow-feeling and to reveal the futility of 
ancient antagonisms and divisions. It is 
not merely the knowledge that we are all 
living in glass-houses, but the pressing 
need of making such shelters as we possess 
safe against wind and weather, that has 
weakened the desire to throw stones at ore 
another. Both areas are beginning to 
realise that o-operation would give more 
useful results with a smaller expenditure 
of energy than the attitude of benevolent 
neutrality which is now the rule. In the 
past the tendency has been to lay all the 
emphasis upon differences between the two 
areas. These exist, and statesmansifip 
must reckon with them; but they should 
not be permitted to overshadow the 
interests common to both States. North 
and South during the last few years 
have had their eyes opened to defects 
and shortcomings in themselves that in 
other days they would have repudiated as 
the invention of unscrupulous enemies. 
If both have been forced to descend from 
the pedestals upon which they exalted 
| themselves, there is, at least, the hope that 
they may realise that they are standing 
at last upon common ground. The fact 
that we have ceased to expect political 
miracles in Ireland may, in itself, do some- 
thing to bring about the greatest miracle 
of all—a sense of unity between Irishmen. 


Housing Week. 


Last Thursday the Prime Minister cf 
England visited the slums of Glasgow 
and then made a rousing appeal to the 
citizens ¢o put an end to that social misery 
which is “the most fertile source of dis- 
content.” While England has carried out 
a record year’s work in building, Scotland 
is not even overtaking wastage, and built 
last year only 4,000 houses in place of 
the minimum 10,000 new houses that are 
annually required. It is gratifying to find 
that, i: “he Irish Free State lags behind 
England in housing progress, at least it is 
considerably ahead of Scotland. On the 
other hand, the Free State has larger arrears 
with which to grapple than any part ol 
Britain, and the urgency of the problem 
of congestion is acute. The third week of 
this month will be observed by the Central 
Housing Council—a voluntary association 
of public-spirited persons which seeks to 
bring about a great national effort 
towards the abolition of the slums—as 
“Housing Week,’’ and meetings will then 
be held in Dublin to investigate means 
to further the Council’s objects. We hope 
that the citizens who have set their hands 
to the task of. getting the community 
decently housed will receive during 
“ Housing Week ' as much encouragement 
from the Free State Government as the 
people of Glasgow received last week from 
the British Premier. Much, indeed, 
has been done by the Free State Govern- 
ment, which has rendered as generous 
assistance to individuals and building 
societies as its straitened means will 
allow. Through the agency of the Dublin 
City Commissioners new suburbs are rising 
which already have eased slightly the 
stringency of the housing shortage in the 
Free State capital. The housing of the 
people, however, ought to be a work if 
national pride, as it is in England, where 
th. uprise of new and beautiful dwellings 
is watched with the liveliest interest. We 
need this public pride in the fabric of our 
civilisation if we are to share that sense, 
which Mr. Baldwin sought to inculcate in 
Glasgow, of the city as a partnership of 
the living citizens with the past genera- 
tions and with those that are to come. 
We need that piety which would preserve, 
as far as may be, the dignity of the past, 
and we need that adaptability which 
foresees the requirements of the future. 
It will be part of the work of the Housing 
Council to foster these qualities in our 
people. “Housing Week” should be used 
to open men’s eyes to the real beauty of 
what remains of antique Dublin, to teach 
reverence for the civic tradition, and to 
propagate knowledge of modern ideals in 
the planning of cities and the building of 
homes. Fired once with that vision of 
civic beauty which to-day is rendering the 
towns and cities of England as lovely as 
they were before the industrial revolution, 
the people of Dublin might make their city 
one of the fairest in Europe. They would 
rally to the Council and would find credit 
to support its schemes. They would insist 
upon the enlargement of the civic area 
and the provision of homes for the wage- 
earners, not in new terraces in zones 
already over-built, but in the airy town- 
lands far afield. They would. compel 
research for means of more rapid and 
economical building, and the toilers among 
them would give ungrudging effort to the 
great work of building Jerusalem in 
Leinster's green and pleasant land, 


Changes in Italy. 

Signor Mussolini. leaves nothing to 
chance. He is resolved to consolidate and, 
so far as may be possible, to perpetuate 
the autocratic authority which he has won 
for the parliamentary head of the Italian 
State. The Rome Correspondent of The 
Times reports that during the present week 
the Fascist Grand Council and the Fascist 
Cabinet Ministers will discuss far-reaching 
internal reforms which affect not only 
Fascism, but the whole community.

Pioneers. 


In the career of Colonel C. K. Howard-. 


Bury, the distinguished Irish soldier and 
traveller, who addressed the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday, there are two failures, 
He failed to reach the summit of Mount 
Everest and he failed to secure election 
to the Senate of the Irish Free State. 
Neither failure was ingloriougs for him, 
since his electoral defeat reflects only upon 
the indifference and ignorance of the Irish 
people, while his <.tack on Everest was 
baffled—i. spite of all that human courage 
and endurance cotild achieve—by the 
tremendous forces of Nature. It was, 
indeed, a magnificent failure, as all may 
perceive who will read between the lines 
of Colonel Howard-Bury’s modest story 
to the Rotary Club. His little party of 
pioneers, map-less, but dauntless, pre- 
pared the way for those who were to 
follow, and made possible their larger 
measure of success. Yet the lonely and 
awful mountain still defies the assaults 
of man—uniess, indeed, Mallory and 
Irvine reached the goal before they 
perished, last year, among the topmost 
grows. It was, no doubt, with the deaths 
of those gallant Englishmen in mind, that 
Colonel Howard-Bury put the question 
yesterday: Are the rewards of such enter- 
prise worth the peril, hardships and 
sacrifice which it involves? He answered 
his own question as every generous soul 
has answered it throughout the ages. The 
pitting of brain and muscle against Nature 
is the grandest of all adventures, and “the 
rapture of pursuing is the. prize the 
vanquished gain.” In this spirit Irishmen 
heiped, first, to Christianise Europe and 
then to create the British Empire. Despite 
the teachings of the new parochialism, we 
have no fear that the sons will be other 
than the sires.

OLD GALWEGIANS’ DINNER IN 
LONDON. 


“ North and South met there on the best 
terms of fraternity.

The above wish was expressed by Mr. T. 
P. O'Connor last night in proposing '' Galway 
College,” at the Old Galwegians' Association 
dinner at the Trocadero Restaurant, London, 
and elicited cheers.

““T.P.' himself, and there was a distinguished 
company present. 

Mr. O’Connor, who presided, said that his 
77th birthday was a coincidence in connection 
with that dinner, which was really held to 
celebrate Queen’s College, Galway, to which 
those present, including himself, who were 
graduates, looked back with affection and 
respect. They had a good many Ulster men 
there, and the Ulster men did not boast 
entirely without reason of their Scottish 
descent, considering the part the bawhbees 
played in their economic life. (Laughter.) 

“We knew nothing about the history of 
Ireland,” said Mr. O'Connor. ‘* We knew 
something about the matrimonial adventures 
and sudden deaths of English Kings and 
Queens. (Laughter.) I do not think any of 
the students had a special bias towards 
theological discussion. Anyhow, we never 
heard theological discussions there. North 
and South met there on the best terms of 
fraternity. Would that spirit might even now 
belong to all Ireland, North and South.”’ 
(Cheers. ) 

“So far as our race is concerned,” he 
added, ‘“‘the one man that an Englishman 
really loves is the Irishman.” (Cheers. ) 


GALWAY’'S GREAT MAN.

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| LONDON’ LETTER. 


THE COMMUNIST MENACE,

Lord’ Derby’s statement at Liverpool to- 
day that the Government had a mandate 
at the last election to smash Communism 
is one that is generally accepted. There 
is no doubt as to the influence the Com- 
munist menace exercises on public feeling ; 
for, as a result of the revelations made of 
late, disquietude and wneertainty are rife. 
The public is assured almost daily that 
something definite is to be done in con- 
nection with these disturbers of the public 
peace, but nothing happens and the Com- 
munist leaders are allowed to continue to 
inflame the minds of decent work-people. 

The Prime Minister returned to London 
to-day and had a series of meetings with 
Ministers at No. 10 Downing street pre- 
liminary to the Brighton Conference. On 
Thursday Mr. Baldwin will make an ex- 
tremely important pronouncement on the 
question of national economy, and also on 
future policy in relation to Communism. 
There is, no doubt, a spirit of criticism 
abroad which nobody recognises more 
clearly than the leaders of the Conservative 
Party, but their defined policy has been the 
first to maintain industrial peace and to 
give the country a chance. 


Party Loyalty to. Mr. Baldwin. 


That portion of the Conservative Press 
which has been strenuous in its demands 
that the Conservative and Unionist Con- 
ference at Brighton should speak very 
plainly to the Prime Minister concerning 
what are declared to be his socialistic 
proclivities is not likely to meet satis- 
faction. The annual meeting of the party, 
with all its machinery, is the last place 
where an attempt at an attack on the 
Prime Minister is likely to be successful ; 
for the atmosphere is purely official, and 
any attempt to destroy the apparent 
harmony of the proceedings would be 
strongly resented. Mr. Baldwin will go to 
Brighton in the assurance that nothing 
will be done to upset his position at the 
Conference, and he will be given a most 
enthusiastic reception. 


Prohibition Movement. 


Another great prohibition attempt is to 
be made in Great Britain, and the pro- 
tagonists will be the United Kingdom 
Alliance and other affiliated bodies con- 
nected with the temperance cause. It is 
to be the biggest movement of the kind 
yet launched in this country, and, in order 
that it may be effective, all the initial 
stages have been conducted in the strictest 
secrecy. It may be remembered, perhaps, 
that a number of well-known temperance 
advocates met in secret at a country house 
a few months ago, and it is supposed that 
the threatened attack is the outcome of the 
deliberations on that occasion. The move- 
ment will be opened on October 19th in the 
Free Trade Hall, Manchester, and among 
the speakers are Mr. Leif Jones, Mr. and 
Mrs. Philip Snowden, Dame Lloyd George, 
Sir Donald Maclean and Mr. C. P. 
Trevelyan. It was rather expected that 
the Liberal Party would have given an 
official blessing to the campaign, but doubts 
as to the expediency of such a course seem 
to have arisen, and instead a questionnaire 
has been sent out to all the Liberal centres. 


Income Tax Decline. 


The revenue authorities hope to make 
up for the income tax deficit in the first 
half of the financial year by getting more 
out of the taxpayer during the autumn, 
and it is rumoured that the pressure to be 
applied will be strenuous, more parti- 
cularly where arrears are concerned. There 
is always a danger, however, in connection 
with pressing for arrears; for in the case 
of some business firms the only effect 
would be to force them into bankruptcy. 
Mr. Churchill, when imtroducing the 
Budget, estimated that the yield of income 
tax would fall off in the full year by abont 
eleven millions, but only one-half of the 
year has gone and the drop is nine 
millions, 


Foot-and-Moath Disease. 


It has been the custom so often to blame 
Ircland for the introduction of foot-and- 
mcuth disease into this country that it is 
quite refreshing to find the Ministry of 
Acriculture stating without delay that the 
latest outbrenks registered here are the 
result of an invasion fronf®the Continent. 
These outbreaks have occurred in Dorset 
and Buckingham, and farmers have been 
\.erned that they must keep a strict watch 
on their stock and report any suspicious 
circumstances without delay. It would be 
a real disaster if this country should suffer 
f-om another epidemic of foot-and-mouth 
disease, and there is certainly a serious 
element of danger in the rapid increase 
of outbreaks abroad. 


Appeal to Privy Council. 


“he Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, the body who decided that an 
Irish soundary Commission must be set 
up, is to have a very curious case before 
it in a few days’ time concerning the 
Malabar Hill murder in Bombay last 
J: wary.

Belgian Finances. 


The Finance Minister of Belgium and 
the Governor of the Belgian National Bank 
are coming to London to meet in con- 
ference the Governor of the Bank of 
England and other important financial 
experts. It is understood that the object 
of the visit is to raise a loan of some 
magnitude, and efforts will be made to 
secure the participation of the United 
States and the Netherlands. Belgium, it 
is said, is to develop a new financial policy 
with the idea of stabilising the franc. 
Should the projected financial operation 
be brought to a successful conclusion, it 
will be c: considerable interest to British 
financial circles; for it will signalise the 
entire removal of the embargo at present 
existing on lending money to foreign 
interests.

The disaster to the Finnish boat occurred 
during the manceuvres. The torpedo boat 
S 2 was part of a Finnish squadron, com- 
posed of the cruisers Klos Horn and 
Haemeenmaa and ‘torpedo boats S 1 and 
S 2, which left the fortress of Lypert, near 
Nystad, in fine weather, for Vosa. During 
Saturday night a violent storm broke, and 
the sqaudron had to disperse. The Klos 
Horn reached the Swedish port of Haerol- 
sand, and the Haemeenmaa reached Vosa. 
The two torpedo boats made for the Fin- 
nish island of Raefsoe, but soon became 
separated. The S 1 arrived safely it 
Raefsoe, but the S 2 capsized and sank.

ENGLISH YACHT SUNK. 

It appears that the English yacht Mer- 
gauser, manned only by Mr. William Unitt 
and his daughter Dora, which was on a voyage 
to New Zealand, ran on a sandbank at the 
entrance of the tiny port of Caminha, says 
Reuter’s Lisbon Correspondent. 

Mr. Unitt was short of water, and desired to 
replenish his supplies at that port. Unhappily 
he ‘neither knew the difficulties of navigation 
in entering the harbour nor asked for a pilot, 
with the result that he ran on a bank and 
the sea immediately filled the vessel, which 
sank. 

The wreck was seen by local fishermen, but 
they were unable to approach owing to the 
weather. Life lines, however, were flung to 
the yacht, and both father and daughter were 
rescued, 

Mr. Unitt is suffering from minor injuries, 
but Miss Unitt is unhurt. The yacht is a 
total loss. 

Such was the untimely end of a projected 
adventurous voyage to New Zealand.

WHAT IS PEACE? 

Presiding at Dr. MacRory’s address on 
“The Peace of Christ in the Home,” Dr. 
Cohalan said that this was the first public 
meeting of the Catholic reunion of 1925, and 
he congratulated them we the magnificent 
gathering. What, he asked, fas meant by 
peace in the home’? Not all homes were 
cast in the same mould. When they spoke 
of the home, they meant the relations of 
husband and wife, parents and children—the 
mutual relations between them, and also the 
relations of master or mistress and servants, 
at least when they were considering intern 
servants. 

Dr. MacRory said that some of them might 
be inclined to smile at the idea of a man 
from Belfast. addressing them on peace of 
any sort, but he was happy to inform them 
that they were just at present a peace-loving 
people, and, in any case, one who had been 
through war might be trusted to be keenly 
alive to the advantages of peace. 

Peace implied freedom from disturbance, 
whether the disturbance came from persons 
or from things. It was not the same thing 
as concord; for concord was agreement with 
others, as the word implied—a sort of union 
of hearts. Peace, indeed, implied. concord, 
but it implied much more. To have peace 
they should not only be in agreement with 
others, but also with themselves. Peace was 
opposed to all conflict of desires within them, 
and the more perfect it was, the more did it 
exclude all such conflict. Surely if there was 
any place where peace should abide, as in a 
sanctuary, it was the home—the sacred circle 
of the family. In that the irrational animals 
set mankind a striking example, Nature had im- 
planted in the breasts of even the most savage 
birds and beasts the love of domestic peace.

tT Dublin City Commissioners have 
decided to proceed with the com- 
pletion of the proposed contract with the 
Paris firm represented by M. Boudeville, 
as they believe it to be in the interests of 
the city. 

In a notice published elsewhere, signed 
by Mr. John J. Murphy, the Town Clerk, 
it is stated that they are threatened with 
a strike of their unskilled labourers 
“ because they refuse to accept dictation 
on an important issue of municipal ad- 
ministration.’’

BUSINESS RESUMED TO-DAY. 

The Parliament of Northern Ireland re- 
assembles to-day after the vacation. 

There will be no ceremonies in con- 
nection with the opening of the House, 
since this is but the continuation of the 
old session.

R 33 TO FLY TO LONDON, 


_A 24 HOURS’ TRIAL. 


The R33 left Pulham (Norfolk\ at six 
minutes past five last evening for a twenty- 
four hours’ test flight. 

The weather conditions were ideal when she 
left the landing ground, and it was so calm 
that at 2,000 feet the wind was only six 
miles an hour, while at 5,000 feet it was onl 
ten miles an hour. Just before the R 
went up a pilot balloon took the sounding, 
and reported perfect weather for the flight. 

Major Scott then gave the order to proceed 
towards the East Coast, and R33 headed 
towards Yarmouth. 

The Meteorological Bureau is supplying 
the airship with complete weather informa- 
tion by wireless during the flight. It was 
able very early to tell the Commander that 
some fog might be expected during the early 
hours of the morning. This is not likely to 
cause any anxiety, as the R33 is quite pre- 
pared to meet any such condition. 

On board is a crew of twenty-four, includ- 
ing those who took part in the flight in April 
last, together: with officers and specialists of 
various kinds. | :

ASSAILANTS HIDDEN IN 
Ee ROCKS. 
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Five persons, members of one family, 
who were returning to Ennis by motor car 
from Carron, North Clare, on Sunday 
evening, were fired at by men who were 
hidden at the roadside and wounded. None 
of the wounds is dangerous, but four of 
the party have been detained for treat- 
ment in che Clare County Hospital. 


SIX SHOTS FIRED. 


THE INJURED PERSONS. 


The. victims are Patrick Q’Loughlin, 
Clareen, Ennis; Patrick O'Loughlin, junior 
(his son); Mollie O’Loughlin (his daughter) ; 
Joseph O'Mahony, railway clerk, Ennis 
(brother-in-law), and Mrs. Nellie O'Mahony 
(sister). 

It appears that Patrick O'Loughlin, senior, 
has a permit for a shot gun, and has been 
in the habit of going from Ennis to Carron 
on Sundays to shoot rabbits. On Sunday 
afternoon he took with him the other mem- 
bers of the party, in a motor,. which was 
driven by Patrick Shiels, and shot over a 
tract of country known as the Commons of 
Carron for some hours. At 6.30 p.m. the 
party started on the return journey to Ennis. 

They had covered about a mile and a half 
when, at a bend in the road, two shots were 
fired into them by armed men, who were 
concealed by rocks on the left-hand side of 
the roadway. Mr. O'Loughlin, senior, stood 
up in the car and was endeavouring to reach 
his gun when two more shots were fired, the 
pellets striking him on the hands and knees, 
and wounding everyone in the car save the 
driver. Two further volleys were fired into 
them as the driver put the car at top speed. 
He lost no time in reaching Corofin, where 
the victims received medical attention. 

Shock and loss of blood had reduced the 
females to a pitiable condition, and the am- 
bulance had to be summoned from Ennis to 
remove all to the County Hospital. There 
all were detained, except Patrick O'Loughlin, 
junior. They had been wounded by pellets 
in the hands, knees and chest, and, although 
none of them is dangerously injured, it is 
not expected that they will have recovered 
sufficiently to be discharged within the next 
three weeks. 

Miss Mollie O'Loughlin is employed in 
Dublin, and was home on a holiday. 


A RABBIT INFESTED DISTRICT. 

It is not easy to ascertain definitely the 
motive ‘for the outrage. A wild tract of 
country, extending from near Corofin to 
Burrin, Ballyvaughan, is infested with 
rabbits to such an extent that the tenant 
purchasers have been asking the Land Com- 
mission for a reduction in their annuities 
owing to the ravages of the pest. On the 
other hand, a big trade in rabbit-trapping is 
done in the district. Last season about 
60,000 rabbits were sent to the English 
markets for use as food after they had been 
skinned. It is stated that the skins are 
despatched to Germany, where they are made 
up as hats. Sportsmen have been invited to 
shoot rabbits by the tenants, and 
have been. killing hundreds every week, 
and it is alleged ta some persons 
resent the advent of the Ennis parties with 
guns, because it is alleged that some of them 

ave been shooting goats (which run half- 
wild about the mountains) and domestic fowl. 
Hares and foxes are also shot in considerable 
numbers, and a rumour has been in circulation 
for some time past that the district was to be 
- ns. = 

owever that may be, the shooting parties 
deny that any warning was conveyed to them 
that their presence was unwelcome. 

Inquiries are being made into the outrage 
by the Civic Guard under the Chief Superin- 
tendent and by a party of special detectives. 


“SHOT BY MISTAKE.” 

Telegraphing last night, our Corofin Cor- 
respondent states that three young men have 
been detained by the Civic Guard in connec- 
tion with the outrage. 

The telegram adds :—* Another reason now 
assigned for the outrage is that the party 
were mistaken by others.” :

O'Loughlin, sen., was approached by three 
men, who pulled masks over their faces. 
They came near him but went away without 
saying anything. Mr. O'Loughlin told his 
friends about the incident and they decided 
to leave that place and went in another 
direction, where they enjoyed themselves 
until evening. They started for home at 
about 6.15 and had gone two miles when the 
ambush took place.

MAKING. PEACE ON THE 
RHINE. 
——5- 


In a leading article upon the Locarno Con- 
ference on the Security Pact, The Times 
observes '—What is being done in Locarno 
is, of course, only a seas, only the first 
cautious attempt formally to re-unite power- 
ful nations, forces that for years have been 
violently antagonistic. It is of good omen 
that the first contact has been so business- 
like that there has been no disposition to 
drag out the decorative preliminaries or to 
linger over questions of procedure. The 
business of the statesmen at Locarno is to 
clinch a compact, and to waste no time about 
it. There is a big and growing popular im- 
pulse behind them, and this time—in contra- 
distinction to their predecessors at various 
abortive conferences, where there was, per- 
haps, nothing for it but to make shift with 
various pretexts, improvisations and ~illu- 
sions—they have a clear mandate to ensure 
the peace in the area that for hundreds of 
years has been most sensitive to the threat of 
war. 

M. Painlevé said on Sunday that the re- 
conciliation of France and Germany was the 
corner-stone of European civilisation. That 
a Prime Minister of France should have com- 
mitted himself, in 1925, to this state- 
ment, is, in itself, a remarkable event. 
I: is not less remarkable that a British Go- 
vernment should undertake to guarantee the 
process by which this reconciliation can be 
made a historical fact; and it is still one of 
those wonders of our time that must be 
gratefully recognised, that the suggestion of 
the method by which reconciliation may be 
achieved should have ccme from Germany. 
These are the real, the dominating facts. 
They embody in their gradual convergence 
the psychological effects of the very different 
experiences of the very different peoples who 
engaged in the war. The confused sense of 
a common calamity is slowly working out 
into a common protective effort. Of course, 
there are many difficulties even now, and it 
would be unwise to assume, in spite of the 
hopeful beginning, that the Locarno Con- 
ference will confine itself to a ceremonial 
affirmation of a cut-and-dried agreement. 

After referring to the recent activities of 
M. Tchitcherm and his visits to Warsaw and 
Berlin, Zhe Times proceeds :—It is, perhaps, 
unnecessary to take M. ‘Tchitcherin’s per- 
formances too seriously. The Poles can gain 
nothing from them, except, perhaps, a tem- 
porary cessation of their frontier disturb- 
ances. In Germany this sudden Bolshevist 
intrusion can only intensify for a little while 
the curious temper of Nationalist isolation, 
which makes the task of Herr Luther and 
Herr Stresemann at every stage so tediously 
difficult, but never quite insuperable. It is 
important that the statesmen. now assembled 
at Locarno should concentrate their attention 
on fundamentals. They can, with wisdom 
and courage, establish the basis of real peace 
in Western Europe. If they do that, they will 
earn the gratitude of millions.» The wide dis- 
turbance, of which the abrupt intervention 
of Soviet Russia is the expression; can only 
be restrained and finally overcome if Great 
Britain, France, and Germany refuse to be 
diverted from their immediate task bw its 
belated manifestations.

OWNERS’ COUP AT MELBOURNE.

ITALIAN REFORMS. 


CHANGES PROPOSED BY THE 
FASCIST LEADERS. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 

The constitutional changes proposed by 
the Fascist Commission, consisting of 
eighteen Fascist leaders, are being submitted 
a the Fascist conference opening here to- 
ay. 

The Commission has been sitting for the 
past five months drawing up its list of re- 
forms. I learn that these reforms include 
the recommendation of the abolition of 
municipal autonomy and the setting up of 
governors, appointed by Rome, assisted by 
an advisory board composed of leaders of the 
various artisan and professional groups. 

The Prefects now in charge of the various 
provinces, it is recommended, should have 
their authority increased, so that the ad- 
ministration of every branch of the Govern- 
ment, including public utilities, should centre 
under their control. 

Another proposal suggested is that of. for- 
bidding Italiars who are dissatisfied with 
political conditions in Italy emigrating from 
the country, upon pain of confiscation of pro- 


perty. 

Some of these proposals will probably be 
rejected by Mussolini, the Propolo d’/talia 
asserts, not because they are too revolu- 
tionary, but because they are not revolu- 
tionary enough. They must be made even 
more radical.

PAY WILL NOT BE REDUCED. 
From Ovr SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
LIMERICK, Monday Night. 
An assurance to the workers employed at 
Strand Barracks and Longpavement, Co. 
Limerick, that they would continue to receive 
ls. an hour for a fifty-hour week was about 
the only development of importance that the 
Shannon wages dispute provided to-day. Mr. 
McGrath's assurance is important, inasmuch 
as the impression had prevailed generally 
that the contractors would withdraw. that 
wage either now or in the immediate future. 
Mr. McGrath, who is the Director of Labour 
for Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert, wishes it to 
be known, however, that the intention of the 
contractors is not to reduce the rate accepted 
already by those ex-Service men who are not 
affiliated with the Transport Union. How 
much weight this will have with the repre- 
sentatives of the union it is hard to say, but 
it is certain that it cannot make the prospect 
of a settlement any darker than it is to-day. 
This morning there were whispers of an. 
early meeting between the two parties, and of 
the probability of a sudden and unexpected 
termination of the dispute. It is difficult to 
find any ‘justification for these whisperings. 
The contractors say that for rural labour they’ 
can not, and will not, pay one halfpenny more 
than 32s. for a fifty-hour week. The Trans- 
port Union, ow the other hand, declares that 
jt will) hot ‘accept that rate for any of its 
members, and, furthermore, orders the 
dockers to handle no materials for the con- 
tractors until a “ living wage ” is paid to the 
workers in town and country. The workers 
have not yet put Íorward any demand. EO 
that there are no means oí knowing precisely 
what they would regard as a living wage. 


THE DOCKERS. 

The unknown guantity in this dispute is 
the dockers' section of the Transport Union. 
It is believed tha they are not 
wholly in sympathy with the “cause” 
which has invoked their assistance.

Srx,—There can be no question as to which 
side is in the right as regards the imminent 
strike of municipal employés. The Borough 
Commissioners, whose record of economy and 
effiaency has won them a large measure of 
public confidence, propose to enter into 4 
contract with M. Boudeville for the cleansing 
of a portion of the municipal area at a price 
(£49,000) which represents a substantial 
saving of the ratepayers’ money. It appears 
that base ct labourers, to the number of 
two hundred and eight, will, or may, be dis- 
placed as a result of this contract, which, to 
quote the Commissioners, ‘ will contain the 
usual clauses relating to trade union wages 
and local labour." To avoid hardship to the 
temporary labourers—to whom, however, they 
are under no actual obligations—the Com- 
missioners have offered to all the two hun- 
dved and eight employment on other work 
for twelve months. Thus the contract will 
not cause the immediate unemployment of a 
single man now. employed; and it does offer 
the citizens an úiladhla prospect of a 
ment in those archaic and miserably i cient 
methods of dealing with our streets which 
notoriously have contributed largely to the 

revalence of preventible disease in Dublin. 

here then is the grievance’? Are wages or 
conditions of labour touched or even 
obliquely threatened? Who can be hurt by 
the introduction of a little scientific efficiency 
of method? 

The answer is given by a resolution adopted 
at a ' private meeting ” of eighteen hundred 
municipal employés yesterday. The meeting 
decided “not to work for, or with, or in 
any other way to co-operate with the intro- 
duction of, foreign labour in the cleansing 
of the city.” ut, as we saw above, the 
contractors are bound to employ local labour. 
Where then is the introduction of foreign 
labour? It was also resolved “that the 
Borough Commissioners be informed that, 
failing guarantees that this contract be not 
proceeded with, all members in the Corpora- 
tion service should cease work as from Satur- 
day next ’’; and that all other unions in the 
city are asked to co-operate in the fight against 
“the introduction of a foreign concern.” 
This all bails down to an attempt to dictate 
policy to the Borough Commissioners by a 
“general strike ' threat emanating from a 
private meeting. As there is no question of 
introducing foreign labour, the sale remain- 
ing protest is “the introduction of a foreign 
concern or, in other words, of a foreign 
contractor and two or three clerks and fore- 
men. As Irish Labour formerly blessed the 
Shannon scheme, the extreme inconsistency 
of resisting a foreign contractor is manifest. 
If, then, there are such flimsy grounds ad- 
vanced for a municipal employés’ strike and 
all it entails, two things follow. First, we 
must look for the hidden springs which have 
put this strike machinery in motion. As no 
legitimate Labour interest is involved, we 
are driven to conclude that the hiddef 
motive is definitely mischievous. Second, we 
must cali upon the properly constituted 
authorities to take resolute action to prevent 
the citizens, and in icular the poor and 
the sick, from being harassed by a blackmail 
strike. Let the authorities grasp their nettle 
firmly. They will have the vast bulk of the rate- 
payers and citizens solidly behind them. 
Weakness: in so clear a case would be inex- 
cusable. 

The Borough Commissioners should be 
assured of the support of the ratepayers and 
citizens. Will not the Chamber of Commerce 
give a lead? In their turn, the citizens and 
ratepayers should be reassured by a definite 
pronouncement of the Government that it 
will not merely preserve order, but will 
utilise the whole resources of the State— 
Army and all—to maintain in operation, so 
— in Mg oe vital services, such “ 
w supply, light supply, cleansing, t

the benefit of the public. That reassurance 
will hardly be withheld if the Chamber of 
Commerce should ask for it on behalf of the 
citizens; but it should scarcely be necessary 
for the request to be made. Government 
should be prepared of its own motion to

THE TRAPPING OF »- RABBITS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Str,—May I ask whether it. is not possible 
to do anything to alleviate the terrible suffer- 
ing caused by the present system of catching 
rabbits prevalent in this country? The 
trapper, as a rule, visits his traps and collects 
his spoils daily at about 7 or B am. He 
sometimes—but not always—inspects them 
again at mid-day. He usually does the round 
again between 5 and 7 o'clock in the evening. 
After that a rabbit may lie in a trap for ten 
or twelve hours, and no one but those who 
have seen them thus, and heard their screams, 
can realise the hideous ‘torture thereby in- 
flicted. Sometimes in their frenzied agony 
they struggle so violently to free themselves 
that fur and flesh are torn from legs and bone 
.s.exposed, Scientists tell us that rabbits have 
very highly-developed sensory nerves—and 
Ireland is usually considered a civilised and 
Christian country. 

It is always advisable to approach such 
matters from a sane and practical, as well as 
humane, point of view if any real is to 
he effected; and we all know that the rate 
at which rabbits breed and increase, and the 
damage they do to crops, makes it necessary 
that the numbers shall be kept down. Also 
they are excellent human food, so that, at 
the present price of ód, to 10d. (in country 
districts), their sale is a boon to the poor. 
Allowing all this, cannot the rabbits be 
caught in some more merciful fashion? 
Cannot some trap be invented which kills 
when it catches’? Cannot the owners be in- 
duced to resort more frequently to the more 
humane method of shooting? A well-trained 
dog in these rabbit-ridden hedgerows, with 
a capable gun at either side, as is done in 
many parts of the country, will produce a 
bigger_bag in the evening than many traps. 
At least, cannot a more frequent inspection 
of the traps: be made legally obligatory and 
neglect of it criminal offence? Yours.etc.,

EVEREST.

COLONEL HOWARD-BURY’S 
DUBLIN ADDRESS. 


Lieutenant-Colonel C.-K. Howard-Bury, 

.8.0., who took part in the first expedition to 
attempt the summit of Mount Everest, 
aridressed the members of the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday, giving a rapid sketch of the 
approach to the mountain and of the varied 
and beautiful country through which the 
expedition travelled. 

Mount Everest, he said, was discovered and 
measured some seventy years ago, but poli- 
tical conditions in the neighbouring countries 
and its situation helped to prevent any at- 
tempt from being made to climb the mountain 
at that time. When one got into Thibet one 
found it like what Europe was in the dark 
ages. The only trace of civilisation was to 
be found in the monasteries, where, even at 
the present day, the Bhuddist monks were to 

seen writing or copying their Holy 
Scriptures. 

He asked himself whether people like the 
Thibetans, who had no ts and no tele- 
graphs, and with whom there was no bustle, 
could be more happy than those who lived on 
a higher plane of civilisation. When he saw 
the smiling faces of those people he was not 
at all sure that they were a whit less happy 
than ourselves. 

EXPLOITATION. i 

He had sed through villages where a 
white man had never been seen before. The 
Thibetans disliked foreigners.. (Laughter.) 
They did not want them to have anything to 
do with their affairs; and to prevent that, the 
Thibetans sent their sons to England to be 
trained in crafts and sciences, so that when 
they came back they could start schools 
themselves, and that if anything needed to 
be exploited, they would do it themselves. 
(Hear, hear.) 

What they said was that, if you allow the 
foreigner in, he will cause trouble. In that 
connection it occurred to him that there might 
be another Franco-German war in Ireland, 
where foreigners from one country were to 
sweep the streets and from another to build 
houses. (Laughter.) 

The country through which he had travelled 
was highly greene and rich in luxuriant 
vegetation of every description. 

LIVING IN MONASTERIES. 

The Thibetans were a very religious people. 
No less than one-fifth of the ulation lived 
in the monasteries. They believed that the 
spirits of the dead haunted the mountain tops, 
and that the souls of their ancestors probably 
were in the fishes. For that reason they 
refrained from taking fish. They disliked 
killing animals, but they did not object to 
eat the meat, and said that the sin was on 
the person who killed the animal. 

In conclusion, Colonel Howard-Bury said 
that, when travelling to Mount Everest, they 
could see it when still 150 miles away, 
dominating all the other mountains. They 
did not know how to get there, as they 
had no maps of that district, and they mapped 
a country about the size of Belgium, which 
had never been done before. Round this dis- 
tirict were valleys whose beauty was abso- 
lutely unsurpassed in the world. Many 
people asked what was the good of exploring 
places when people even lost their lives doing 
80. re was an ideal behind it, the spirit 
of conquering nature in these unknown places. 
Where would the British Empire be to-day 
if it was not for her pioneers? The spirit of 
doing these things without the thought of 
pe ain was the spirit which they 
fostered. It was the spirit which they wanted 
to hand down to their grandsons. (Loud ap- 
plause.) 

The Rev. J. W. Crozier, proposing a vote 
of thanks, said that those present had re- 
ceived a great treat, and that they would 
like, on another occasion, to hear from Colonel 
Howard-Bury something more of his own 
share in the expedition.

DEPUTATION TO PRESIDENT 
COSGRAVE. 


A depatation, consisting of Messrs. Belton 
(Dublin), Bere (Kildare), Brophy (Kilkenny) 
and Kennedy Leix). was received by Pre- 
sident Cosgrave, who was accompanied ‘by 
the Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, at 
Government Buildings, Dublin, vesterday on 
the subject of malting barley prices. 

The deputation pointed out that the average 
of last week’s British malting barley prices 
was 35s. 8d. per barrel, while reports go to 
show that the prices in Ireland will be fixed 
at from 18s. to 20s. Such a price, it was 
stated, was much below the cost of produc- 
tion, and a strong appeal was made for 
Government intervention. Huge quantities of 
barley, they stated, had already been de- 
livered to the buyers’ stores without any price 
being fixed, a procedure for which the growers 
were not altogether to blame, 

The President promised to take the matter 
into immediate consideration. 

The subject of financing the proposed ex- 
perimental wheat scheme was deferred until 
to-day. and the remainder of the report from 
the conference will not be considered until the 
President returns from his trip to Rome.

A CESAREWITCH

SHINING SPEAR’S EASY 
WIN,

NOTTINGHAM, Monday, 

Almost the first man I met here on the 
Colwick Park, course this afternoon was 
Captain Gooch, the trainer of Tatra, who 
had just been in consultation with the filly’s 
owner in the marning, and was bursting to 
convey the intormation that she had decided 
to let Tatra rún in the Cesarewitch. 
trainer was good enough to express the 
opinion also that Tatra will win it if she 
keeps well, but he told me there is a 
deal of coughing: among the horses in the 
stable, though so dat the filly has not been 
affected. Immediately after the news of the 
decision became known the odds were cut to 
100 to 15, and this only to small money. 
| saw a bet of £600 to £100 taken later. It 
is probable that if the filly keeps well she 
will start a blazing hot favourite on Wednes- 
day week, and it will be-a difficult task to 
find one to beat her. 

Michael Beary came here this afternoon 
with a thrilling story of his eseape from a 
swift and violent death yesterday morning. 
He was driving in a big hired car from Lam- 
bourn to Foxhill when the steeritig-gear 
failed to act, and the car took a fiving leap 
through á hedge and erashed down into’a 
field. When Beary recovered consciousness 
he found himself buried under a collection of 
rugs, bags, splinters and broken glass, with 
the car right side up. The chauffeur was on the 
ground wunconscious, covered in blood, and 
badly injured about the head. He went 
back to 5 aachinera: and brought helpers to 
take the man to hospital. Beary himself 
miraculously escaped without a scratch, and 
rode a winner here this afternoon. 

The news about Tatra ' being a runner 
rather dimmed the lustre of the race for the 
Nottingham Handicap as a Cesarewitch trial. 
It was won comfortably by Shining Spear, 
who beat Duvet by a length and a half, with 
Broken Faith a head away; third, and Son 
of Spring and Juldi close up, fourth and 
fifth respectively. Shining Spear, who is in 
the Cesarewitch’ with 6st. 11b., was far better 
served by the |stronger handling which A. 
Burns was able to give him than he was in 
the Newmarket Handicap last week, when 
the unknown boy, Webb, rode him. He was 
about sixth when they passed the stands the 
hrst time, moved steadily up to take the lead 
as they came into the straight; abd was never 
headed again. It was not a well-run race, 
and Shining Spear with a light-weight boy 
on his back cannot have much more than an 
outside chance in the Cesarewitch. 


Jaldi’s Chance. 


After Charley’s Mount in this tace Test 
year it would be hazardous to say that Juldi 
from the same stable has not a chance next 
week, but her performance. did not look 
good enough to win the Cesarewitch. although 
she could have been closer up had her 
jockey persevered with her. Up the straight 
she was always being held by Shining Spear 
and Duvet. The latter was sweating a fot 
in the paddock, but then it was a blazing 


hot day—a day, by the way, which brought 


out one of the biggest crowds ever seen at 
Colwick Park. He ran a good race, and 
should he be started next week he will be 
meeting several of those who ran this after- 
noon on much better terms. Corifirmation, 
who has been backed for the Cesarewitch, 
never looked to have á winning chance. 
Miwani is very evidently not as good as he 
was two years ago, when he won this race. 
Crewe, after being tailed off, was dismounted 
and was led back, apparently having broken 
down. Kwannon was last most of the way. 

Not much importance attached to the .rest 
of the racing. Fiddle, a good favourite for 
the Bestwood Nursery Plate, was caught in

race.

BELFAST AND DUBLIN RECORD. 
NEW FIGURES ch ta BY NORTHERN 


The amateur cycling record between 
Dublin, which has steod to the credit gs 94 
Cochrane, of Belfast, since 1910, at 6 hours 19 
minutes, was beaten yesterday by K. Young. of 
the Northern Cycling Club and Irish Read Club, 
who covered the distance of 1024 miles between the 
two cities in 6 hours exactly, an average speed of 
17.08 miles per hour, beating the 15-year-old record 
of 19 minutes. 

Young wae favoured hy almost ideal conditions 
of weather, there bemg a complete absence of wind 
and, except that ihe atmosphere was damp, the 
conditions could not have been more favourable. 
He was despatched from the G.P.0., Belfast, by 
Ms. A, Ross, the Hon, Secretagy of the Northern 
Branch of the Trian Road Club, at 7 o'clock, Mr. 
Ross accompanied the rider throughout the journe, 
on a car. and timed his arrival at the G.P.O.. 
Dublin, which he reached at 1 o'clock precisely. 
The first half of ‘he journey to Dundalk (51 miles) 
was covered in 2 hours 45 minotes, 3 hours 15 
minutes being spent over the second portion, 
Young rode strongly throughout, and did not dis- 
mount from his machine from the time: he left 
Belfast until he reached Dublin.
